Seaſon with all Diligence and Intrepidity, both in 
publick and private. Some Divines of the Eſtabliſn- 
ment maintain'd their Station ar that time with a Pri- 
mitive Zeal and Fervour. Dr. Anthony Walker of 
Aldermanbury, through the whole Vitaſition, preach d 
a conſtant Weekly Lecture at his own Church. Mr. 
Meriton alſo continu d, and ſo did Dr. Thomas Hor- 
ton, who was encourag'd to it by that extraordi- 

nary Providence which had preſerv'd him, when 
an Infant, from the Plague, while his Nurſe had 
it upon her. But the main Body of the Publick 
Miniſters retir'd from the Danger, and left their 
Pulpits vacant. In this Caſe the Miniſters that had 
been ſilencd Three Years before, and had preach- 
ed only privately and to ſmall Numbers, thought 
it their Duty to give the beſt Help they could to 
the many Thouſands that remain'd in the City. 
They ſtayd and preach'd to vaſt Congregations; 
and the immediate Views of Death before them, 
made both Preachers and Hearers ferious at an un- 
common Rate. Among thoſe thus employ'd, were, 
Mr. Cheſter, Mr. Turner, Mr. Franklin, Mr. Grimes,

Such 
have not gain d that Eſteem and Authority a- 
mong Men, as to render them acceptable or

* Theſe Conſiderations indeed are ſomething ; 
bur not enough ro enervate the general Scope 


of my preſent Advice. I would not have young 
Men fo perſonate Fathers, as to put on affected 


Gravity, nor conceit to themſelves greater Au- 
thority, than indeed they have.

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the Nomiſb and Pagan Prieſts. But his beloved Lan- 


guage Was the Greek, in which he was ſo ready, 
char he read rhe Poets and Philoſophers in their 
Originals as familiarly as if he had been reading 
Engliſp. He had the Greek Teſtament by Heart, and 
would ſuddenly upon any Occaſion that offer d re- 
eat the Text, and criticize upon it, as if the 
Book lay open before him. He was well acquaint-. 
ed wich the Claſſicks, Moraliſts and Hiſtorians, both 
Greek and Latin: And made all his Knowledge 
ſubſervient to Divinity. He was a very good prac- 
tical Preacher, and an excellent Textuaryx. 
And as to his Piery, he was an humble, zealous, 
devour Chriſtian, and an Example of godly Simplicity 
and Purity. There was obſervable in him a bleſſed. 
Harmony between excellent practical Sermons, and 
2 ſerious, holy, prudent Converſation. A ſcanda- 
lous Miniſter was the moſt odious Sight ro him in 
the World. None could be more conftant and re- 
gular than he in his Devotions. . He was a fteady- 
Example of walking clofely with Go » in ſecret 
Duties: And would never venture into the World, 
withopr endeavouring to engage the Preſence of 
Go with him: He knew that a Man may as ea- 
fily live without Food, as the Spiritual Life can be

rer King Charles call'd in his Declaration, Mr. Pearſe 
met with great Trouble. He was grievouſly har- 
raſſed, threaten'd, hunted after, oblig'd ro abſcond, 
and at length thro the reſtleſs Malice and unwea- 
ried Diligence of his Enemies forc'd to make over 


his Goods, and leave his Family for ſeveral Months 
together, living in London and elſewhere, to eſcape 
their Rage. Great were the Dangers he was ex 
poſed to, in endeavouring ro ſecure himſelf from 
thoſe that ſought his Ruin, yea his very Life. Be-. 
ſides what he ſuffer d from his Neighbours, he met 


with Troubles abroad. The Conventicle Courant of 
Fan. 31. 1683 has this Article. On Sunday the 
twenty: firſt of January, ſeveral loyal and worthy 


46 Juſtices and Conſtables, went ro Mr. Lobb's Meet- 
ing, where they ſeizd one Mr. Pearſe, and one 
.<© Marmaduke Roberts both Preachers, who were 
both committed to New Priſon.” N 


Six times a Year the Bailiff came to Stretehleigh- 


bouſe, to warn Mr. Pearſe and his Wife, with his 
Son and Daughters, to appear at the Aſſizes at 
Exeter, to anſwer for Riots, Routs, keeping ſedi- 
tious Meetings, and not obeying the Laws. Whar 


befell him was nor in a Time of War, and Confu- 


ſion, by the Violence and Covetouſneſs of Soldiers: 


Nor was he guilty of Sedition or ama or pu- 
niſned for Immorality, but perſecuted for Con- 
ſcience. He was impoveriſh'd, purſu'd, and im- 
priſon'd, for no other Crimes than preaching the 
Goſpel of Peace, and endeayouring to help on Souls 


in the Way to Heaven. Bur out of all theſe Trou- 
bles the LORD deliver'd him: And though he was 
often hunted after, he never was ſeiz d but once, 
- which was at the Time aforeſaid. Notwithſtanding 
all his Dangers, he did not waver. And God ſpa- 


red him till the Cloud was diffipated. He ſurviv'd 


the Tribulation of rhoſe Days, and ſaw our Civil 
and Religious Liberties reſtor'd by the happy Re- 


volution : After which, he ſet up a publick Meet- 


ing in Aſpburton, where he cominu'd for rhe Re- 
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mainder of his Days. He died March 15. 1692, 
Dr. Walker is pleas d to thrqw Dirt very plenti- 
fully at this good Man. He ſays, Att. Part II. p. 
98, he had been a Trooper at Worceſter-Fight, and 
carried a Token of the good Service, by 4 Cut oder 
hu Hand.

He 
was excommunicated, and had a Capiæ iflind' our 
againſt him: And was very often indired at the 
Aizes upon the Statute of 23 Blix, and at the 
Seſſions alſo upon the ſame Statute: And he and 
his Wife and Servants were frequently indited upon 
1 Elix. for 12 d. a Sunday; for which his Goods 
were oft diſtrain d. And he was often preſented and 
indired at the Seffions for the ſaid 12 d. per Sun- 
day, where he paid great Fees to the Clerk of the 
Peace, when the 12 Pences might have been levied. 
at home. Ar every Seſſions the Juſtices would take 
no Preſentment from the Officers, unleſs Mr. Collins 
was ſer down.

His Miniſterial Abilities, and exemplary 
Piety, procur'd him Love and Reſpect. He was Con- 
gregational in his Judgment, bur moderate; of a 
peaceable, healing Spirit, and one who lamented 
the Diviſions and Animoſities among Miniſters and 
Chriſtians in his Time. He would adviſe thoſe 
about him ſo to behave themſelves, as chat the 
Word might not be prejudiced. His Readineſs 
ro ſend young Scholars deſign'd for the Miniſtry to 
the Univerſity, and ro direct and encourage them 
in their Studies, and write to his Friends on their 
Behalf, deſerves ro be recorded. Many were greatly 
oblig'd to him on this Account.

Regis in Dorſet, Jan. 1. 1627, and Educated in 
Exeter College, in Oxford. He left the Vniverſi.

Annum, for refuſing the Ingagement. At laſt he 


quitted the Univerſity, when he was about a Ma- 
ter of Arts his Standing; and Preach'd ar Trull in 
Somerſet, at Betteſcombe in Dorſet, and other Pla- 
ces; but was never ſetled in any Living. 
After the Miniſters were Ejected, he was a great 


Sufferer for Nonconformity. He and Mr. Samuel

Britanny, and afrerwards at Poxtive, in the Houſe . 
of Mr. Ramet, a French Mimfter, and learned to 
ſpeak French readily ; bur grew very diſſolute. Af- 
ter two. Years Stay Abroad, he return'd Home; 


and covered his foreign Extravagancies,, with 


Stories and Falſities, which his Friends were not 


able to diſprove; and from his own Experience, 


afterwards caution'd Parents, from ſending their 
Children Abroad too young. Still deſigning for 
Merchandize, he was ſent to London, to a Portugueze 
Merchant, in order to go over to Portugal, to be 
bound an Apprentice to a Merchant there. During 


his Stay in London, he improv'd in Viciouſneſs, cho 
at the fame Time he was zealous for the Common- 


Prayer and Ceremonies, in a Love of which he 


had been educated; and forward to inveigh '@- 


gainſt thoſe of the Puriran Stamp. He faild ar 
1 for Oporto, and was upon Trial, with one 
of rhe chief Engliſh Merchants of that City. There 
he livd without any Shew of Religion, nor fo 
much as once ſeeing a BIBLER or Religious Book, 
or one Act of ſolemn Worſhip perform'd — 
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his Countrymen, (who yer call'd themſelves Pro. 


#eftants) during the whole Time of his Stay there: 
Upon which Account, being in the midſt of a Va- 
riety of Snares and Temprations, tis not at all to 
be wonder d at, that he grew ſtill more profane, and 
irreligious, and extravagant, than he was before.

Paſſage, in which he was in no ſmall Danger, but 


not at all affected with it. He brought back 


with him a rampant vicious Diſpoſition to Exon, 
which was rather heighten d than abated by the 
Life which he led there for ſome Years following. 
His o-n Words thus deſcribe his Caſe: Nhat a 


e (ſays he) I led, what a Courſe I took to increaſe 
u Wickedneſs, and to outſtrip the common (yea, thoſe

who were more than ordinary) Sinners, can never 


related, or lamented by me as it ought. I had ſo ac- 


..cuſtomed myſelf to -WWickedneſs, ſo blinded my Mind, 
and ſeared my Conſcience, that I bad not the. leaſt 
Senſe of the Evil of Sin, the-Wrath of Go d, or the 
Neceſſity of 4 Change, &c. But at length it plęaſed 
Go, (who had merciful Purpoſes to ſerve not on- 


iy upon him, but by him upon many others,) to 


lay his Hand upon him, and cauſe his own Thoughts 
ſo to terrify, as to overſet him. Certain falſe Steps 


was wonderfully recover d; but afterwards. relaps d 


that he had taken, the Conſequences of which he 


knew not how to bear, led him into ſuch an Hurry 
of Spirit as craz d his Brain, and iſſud in an out- 
ragious Diſtraction, and downright: Madneſs. He 


was hereupon ſent to Glaſtonbumy for a Cure, and 


into his old Sins. His Diſorder thereupon return- 


ing, (and his former Convictions and Horrors with 
it) he was ſent to the ſame Place a ſecond time,

and return d Home compos d; yer ftill return'd 
with the Dog to his Vomit: But he obſerves, that 


after this, Go neither ſuffer'd him to fall ſo foully 
as formerly, nor to continue long in his Relapſe. 


He ſoon began again to be troubled in Mind, and 
his 1 were diſturb d: Upon which, his Friends 
ſent him the third time to Glaſtonbury, where h- 
5 | | Was 
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was as miſerable and as outragious as ever. Yer 
after a while, Gop was pens by the Uſe of 
Plyfick, and the good Counſel and Prayers of Chri- 
ſtian Friends, to deliver him from his Madneſs, 
and inexpreſſible Miſery, and to give him a ſound 
Mind, and an healthful Body, which when he had 
enjoy d for ſome Time, he rerurn'd once more to

bis Relations ar Exon : And here it pleaſed God | 


effectually ro put a Period to his ſinful Courſes, . 


tho' not to his Days, which were prolong'd for tbe 


Glory of his own Great Name,. and the Benefit of 


his Church and People. Henceforward (being now 
about twenty five Years of Age) he was not the 
Perſon he had been before; bur being deliver'd 


from his Diſorder and Diſtreſs, he devoted himſelf 


to God through CHRIST, to walk before him 


in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all the Days of his 


Life, and Gop was with him. | . 

Viſiting a Friend afterwards at Oxford, an Ac- 
quainrance of his there ſo commended an Acade- 
mical Life to him, that he became in Love with it; 
and with his Mother's Conſent, went thither to 
abide there, in May 1657. He enter'd Gentleman 


Commoner in Pembroke-College, and continu'd there 
ſome Years. Mr. Thomas Cheeſman, the blind Man, 


was his Tutor. He was very ſtudious, ſoon re- 
cover'd his Grammar Learning, read many of the 
Clafficks, went through Philoſophy and Divinity, 
and got ſuch Skill in Hebrew, that he read over 
the Original of the Old Teſtament ſeveral times. 
He allow'd himſelf no Recreation: And yet in this 
his ſedentary and unactive Life, his Mind was com- 
poſed, and his Health wonderfully preſerv d. But 
now he ſoughr the Kingdom of Go p and his Righre- 
ouſneſs in the firſt Place. He took competent Time 


for ſecret Duties, and never was abſent from Cha- 


pel Prayers. He read many good Books, and exas 


mined himſe'f by them. He attended Dr. Conant's 


Lectures on Fridays, Dr. Harris's Chatechetical Lec- 
ture on Tueſdays, the Lecture kept up by the Ca- 
nons of Chrift-Church on Thurſdays, Mr. Hickman's 


Miniſtry, at St. Olave's on the Lord's Days, and 
heard alſo many excellent Sermons at St. Mary's, © 
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He receiv'd the Sacrament, ſometimes from Mr. 
Hickman, and ſometimes from Dr. Langley the 
Maſter of his College. He attended the Repeti. 
tion of Sermons and ſolemn Prayer in the College. 
Hall, on the Lord's Days before Supper ; and him. 
ſelf repeated and pray'd with 'a few young Men in 
his Chamber afterwards. And at other Times con- 
verſed, and ſomerimes pray'd with ſome religious 
Students and Townſmen. He took ſuch Pains to 
redeem the Time that he had loſt, that he was the 
Wonder of all that obſerv'd him. 
pon the Reſtoration, he impartially ſtudied the 
Controverſy about Conformity, and carefully read 
Hooker, and Sprint, and Burgeſs, on one Side, and 
Gulleſpy, Bain, and Ames, on the other; and upon 
mature Deliberation, 'derermin'd that for his Part he 
could not comply with the Impoſitions of the Church, 
tho' he well knew he by ſuch a Reſolution ſhould 
diſpleaſe his Relations, and hinder his Preferment: 
But he was at the ſame Time ſo moderate, as to 
think that ſeveral that were for Conformity, upon 
ſuch plauſible Arguments as were produc'd for their 
Practice, might with a good Conſcience ſubſcribe, 
and do what he could not do without Sin. At 
length Dr. Langley being ejected by the Viſitors, 
and the Chaplain of the College diſmiſs'd with 
Contempt, Repetition of Sermons ſuppreſs d, and 
other good Cuſtoms quite alter d and ridicul'd, he 
quitted the College, and retir'd, for a ſhort Time 
to a private Houſe ; and then left Oxford, and re- 
turn'd to Exeter, where he kept cloſe to Go p in 
Duty, and farther purſu'd his Studies. At length 
he began to preach, but it was at firſt very pri- 
varely, for fear of being expos d. He went uſual- 
ly on Lords Days with his Mother to Church, and 
attended on the Liturgy, joining in which, he has 
own'd he found the Sr IRI T of Gop moving up- 
on his Soul: Bur he never went to the Sacrament 
in any Paxiſh- Church, not being farisfied with their

His firſt Labours met with good Acceptance a- 
mong ſerious People, but the Oppoſition and Preju- 
dices of his Relations created him Difficulty, _ 
| | Vm 
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= made him walk with an heavy Heart. Ar length, 
at that Time when the Oxford Act drove Diſſenting 125 
N M.iniſters from Cities and Corporations, and their 

Old Benefices, he at Mr. Atkins Perſuaſion, yield- 


I ed to be ordain d: And, was accordingly in the 

| Year 1666, ſolemnly ſer apart ro the Work: and 

Office of the Miniſtry, in Somerſerſhire ; Mr. Foſeph 

Allein of Taunton, praying over him, and being 

| Join'd in Impoſition of Hands by Mr. Ames Short, 

Mr. Thomas Lye, Mr. William Ball, Mr. Rovers Ar- 
kins, and Mr. John Kerridge. Afterwards for above 


twenty Years, he preach'd once a Week, and ad- 
miniſter'd the Lorp's Supper every Month, in 
the midſt of violent Perſecurions. In the Time of 
King Charles's Indulgence, he preach'd in a Licen- 
ſed Houſe. When it was recall'd he forbore pub-. 
lick Preaching, and went ro Church as formerly; 
but continu'd preaching and adminiſtring the Sa- 
crament privately, till the Revolutich. In King 
Fames's Time, he would nor preach publickly on | 
the Lord's Day, till the Publick Worſhip was ended: * 
Nor durſt he diſcover the leaſt Satisfaction with that 
King's Declaration, becauſe he knew it was de- 
figned in Favour of the Papiſts, and bottom'd upon 
the Diſpenſing Power, the owning and encouraging 
which he was ſenſible would be very ruinous and 
deſtructive. In that King's Reign, about twenty 
Perſons with Mr. Troſſe and ſome other Miniſters, 
were met to pray together. Being inform'd againſt, 
and diſturb'd and taken, they were abus'd, and the 
Oxford Oath (againſt Reſiſtance in any Caſe whatſo- 
ever) was offer'd them, and Mr. Troſſe refus'd it; 
unleſs he might be allow'd to qualify that Expreſ- 
ſion, of endeavouring any Alteration of Government, 
&c. with the Word unlawfully, - which was not al- 
lowed him. He pleaded the Act did not reach 
him, becauſe he never had had a Benefice, nor was 
he legally convicted for keeping Conventicles : Bur 
to no Purpoſe ; for he and Mr. Gaylard were ſent 
to Priſon, againſt Law, by a Mittimus fign'd with | 
the Hands of ſeven Juſtices. He continu'd fix 
Months in Jail at South-gate, with great Satisfaction 
and Comfort. The Juſtices would gladly have 
rs Ce made 
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made a Riot of this Meeting, (that they might have 
fin d them at Pleaſure) and eadeavour'd. it: But 
upon a Certiorari brought to remove the Cauſe to 
Weſtminſter, they ſtopp'd the Proſecution. When 
the Difleaters in King William's Time had a legal 
Toletation, Mr. Troſſe as well as others again 
preach d publickly in Church- time, and continu'd 
doing ſo till his Death. And in the Account which 
he left of himſelf, hath among others theſe re- 
markable Words. Till. I was four or five and twenty 
Tears old; I liv'd in a Courſe of Sin and Folly, which 
T experienc'd to be baſe, unreaſonable and deftruftive 
fo Health, Eſtate, Name, Reſt, and Reaſon, leading 
to Horror and Deſpair, Rage and Hell, Ever ſince 
for many Years (bleſſed be God for every Minute of 
them) I have kept on ſteadily in the Ways of Holi. 
neſs and found them bleſſed, honourable and comfor- 
table, both with Reſpect to Body and Soul, and to all 
cutward ang inward. Concerns, I can ſoy, if any, 
that Godlineſs has the Promiſes of thus Life, and that 
which is to ceme: And muſt declare that I never 
heard or read of any one, ſo almightily ſav'd from Sin 
and Hell, and ſo wonderfully bleſſed with all Favours 
and Mercies as I have been, . 
This was written by him in February 1697: And 
it is obſervable he liv'd fifty-fix Years, after the 
Change wrought in him by the Grace of Gov. 
Though this good Man ſeems to have thought 
he could never ſpeak bad enough of himſelf, on 
Account of his youthful Luſts, and though having a 
great Heat of Imagination, he was apt to aggrava:e 
Things to a great Height, (and never more than 
when he repreſented his own Vileneſs and Wre:ch- 
edneſs, before he was renew'd in the Spirit of his 
Mind) yer he was. in Reality a fingular and mar- 
vellous Inftance of the Power and Efficacy of the 
Grace of Goo. | oO be 
He was well furniſh'd for miniſterial Service. 
His Apprehenſion was quick, his Invention rich, 
his Judgment ſolid, and his Memory tenacious. 
Though he ſer our late, yet by hard Study, he ar- 
rived at a cgnficerable Degree of Learning. He 
was as great 2 Reader as moſt this Age does afford. 
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He was mighty in the Scriptures, and had them 


ready in his Memory; having read over the Bible 
in Engliſh, Latin, Greck, Hebrew, and French, (as 
he declar'd himſelf ſome Years before his Death) 


a hundred and a hundred Times. He had a Body 


of Divinity in his Head, and could as Occaſion 
offer d preach pertinently and profitably on ſhorr. 
Warning, without much Study or Preparation. He 
ſucceeded Mr. Haller at Exon in 1689, in that 
large Congregation, where his Work in Publick 


and Private was very great. For above twenty 


Years, he frequently preach'd twice on the Lord's 


Day. On Thurſdays in the Afternoon, he had a Ca- 


techetical Lecture, in which he explain'd the Prin- 
ciples of the Chriſtian Religion, in the Method of 
the Aſſembly's Catechiſm. He ſpent many Years in 


explaining the Artribures and Works of Gov, and 


was come no farther than to finiſh the Firſt Com- 
mandmenr, when Gop put an End to his Labours. 
He preach'd a Weekly Lecture on Wedneſdays, till 
about three Years before his Death; when he ad- 
mit ed his three Collegues to take their Turns, and 


ſo preach'd it himſelf bur once in a Month. He 


preach'd alſo occafionally, on Days of Publick and 
Private Faſting 3nd Thankſgiving, and on Prepara- 


tions for the Sacrament, and Funeral Sermons for 


his People; and he perform'd that Office for four- 


teen of his Brethren in the Miniftry : As Mr. Ben- 
jamin Berry of Topſham, Mr. Thomas Treſcot of Shoo- 
brock, Mr. Robert Atkins of Exon, Mr. George Mor- 
timer of Totneſs, Mr. Foſeph Hallet of Exon, Mr. 
Robert Gaylard of Exon, Mr. John Pope of Exon, 
Mr. John Flavel of Dartmouth, Mr. John Chapman 
of Dartmouth, Mr. Robert Collins of Ottery St Mary, 
Mr. Edward Parr of Oldſcomb, Mr. Ames Short of 
Lyme Regis, in Dorſet, Mr. Robert Carel of Crediton, 


and Mr. Samuel Atkins of Exon. Often alſo was 


he employ'd in Ordinations; and ſometimes he 


has preach'd eight Sermons in a Week, and that 


with Pleafure; for his Work was his Delight. His 
Diſcourſes were methodical, and deliver d with 


Spirir and Life, Freedom and Fluency: And in- 


delivering them, he manifeſted that Concern, that 
; S2 1 engag' d 
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engag'd the Attention of rhe Hearers. And his La- 
bours were ſucceeded to the Good of many: For 
Gop was with him. He had a wonderful Gift in 
Prayer: And his Adminiſtration of both the Sacra- 
ments, and other Publick Performances, was both 
Judicious and affecting. He did alſo a great deal 
of Work in private. He had an excellent Faculty 


in reſolving Doubts, and comforting afflicted Con- 


ſciences, and in aſſiſting ſuch as were going out of 
this World. As a good Shepherd he was diligent 
ro know the State of his Flock. He ſhew'd much 
Love and Prudence in Reproving: And would do 
it by Letter, when Circumſtances made it nor fo 


proper for him to do it in Perſon. And for forty- 
fix Years after his Ordination, did he contifiue with 


os 
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exemplary Pains and Diligence to diſcharge all the , 


Parts of a vigilant and faithful Miniſter. 


He was regular in his Devotions, and circum- 
ſpect in the whole Courſe of his Life, which was an 


excellent Comment upon his Sermons. Love to 
God was the Principle which mov'd and acted 
him. Much was forgiven him, and he loved 
much. He ſhew'd the Height and Ardour of this 
Affection, by his render Regard ro Go p's Honour 
and Intereſt. His Life was very much made up of 
Devotion. He was a ftrict Obſerver of the Lord's 
Day. He took great Delight in Thankſgiving. He 
kept Pablick Faſts appointed by Authority, with great 
Seriouſneſs; and a r in every Kalendar 
Month, with an unuſual Strictneſs. He was remar- 
kably patient and ſubmiſſive under Pains and Sick- 


* 


neſſes. No Changes of Providence as far as could 


be diſcern'd, made any conſiderable Change in 


him. In Dangers and Difficulties he plac'd his 


Truſt and Confidence in Go p. He had form'd in 
his Mind a great and noble Idea of his Perfections, 
and of lhe Wiſdom of his Government, which 
brought him to ſuch a ſedate Temper, that ſudden 
Accidents which were ſnocking ro others, made lit- 


tle Impreſſion upon him. He was cloath'd with Hu- 


mility; and with the utmeſt Sincerity declar'd him- 
ſelf ro be, the greateſt of Sinners, and the leaſt of 

Saims. His: unaffected Modeſty appear'd in his 
. 8 „ Diſcourſes, 
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Diſcourſes, in his Letters, and in all his Carriage: 


But in nothing more, than in the large and parti- 
cular Confeſſion he hath made of the Sins he com- 
mitted before his Converſion, and the grievous 
Judgments of GOD for them. He was ar the 
ſame Time very courteous and affable. He un- 
derſtood and obſerv'd the Rules of Converſation, 
and gave Honour to whom Honour was due. Tho 
he was naturally warm and haſty in his Temper, 


yet he had ſo maſter'd ir, as ſeldom to be ruffled 
or diſorder d with Paflion. . Charity difpos'd him to 


think and ſpeak the beſt of others upon all Occa- 
ſions. He had put on Bowels of Mercies and 
Kindneſs ; and was tender-hearted, and compaſ- 
ſionate. Great was his Temperance and Sobriety : 
And his Heavenly-mindedneſs, and Contempt of 
Riches remarkable. His Mother (who died rich) 


would have made him her Executor, but he re- 


fuſed it: And ſhe offering him what Proportion he 
pleas'd of her Eſtate, he choſe only a Comperency 
to provide him Bread to eat and Raiment to put 
on, with ſomething for Books, and Works of Cha- 


rity ; and freely let the Bulk of her Eſtate go to 


his elder Brother's Son. He continually behay'd 


himſelf as a Son of Peace, and was of a mode 


rare healing Spirit. He us'd his own Liberty, with- 
our cenſuring or condemning ſuch as could not go 
ſo far as he: And had a great deal of Charity 


for ſuch as were not of his Mind and Way. He 


was a Man of ſevere Honeſty, juſt in rendering 


to all their Due, faithful in diſcharging his Truſt, 


and punctual in fulfilling his Promiſes. His Friend- 


ſhip was ſincere, and his Love without Diſſimula- 


tion. He was a Man of a Publick Spirit, and 
preferr'd the Proſperity of the Church of Gov, 
above his chief Joy. When great Endeavours were 
us'd to overthrow the Proteſtant Religion among 
us, and the Laws and Liberties of the Nation ; 
when he ſaw a Remaniſt High Sheriff of Devon, 


and a Maſs-houſe open'd in his native City, in or- 


der to the ſeducing the ignorant and unſtable; he 
ſer himſelf. ſtrenuouſly to confute the Errors of the 
Church of Rome, and took unwearied Pains to 
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eſtabliſh People in the Truth, and prepare them 


for a Day of Trial. Never would he join in any 


requir'd. His Charity was nor confin 
nor did he conſider Mens Opinions, but their Wants 
and Neceſſities. He had ſuch Love to Souls, that 
he never refus'd to viſit fick Perſons in the moſt in- 


little Interruption. 


Addreſs of Thanks to King James, for his granting 


Liberty to the Diſſenters, that he might not ſo 
much as ſeem acceflory to the Deſigns of ſuch as 
were Patrons of Popery, or Arbitrary Government. 


He abounded 0 Works of Charity: And took as 
much Delight in diſperſing and giving to the Poor, 
as others do in heaping up Riches. He laid aſide 


the renth Parr of all his Income for charitable 
_ Uſes ;- ro which he added much more when Need

fectious Diſtempers: And did not count his Labour, 
his Purſe, his Health dear unto him, when he was 


in the Way of his Duty. He provok'd others unto 


Love and to good Works. OE 
He kepr a conftant Watch over his Heart and 
Ways; guarding againſt the particular FTemptations 


with which he was affaulred. He fill'd up all his 


particular Relations with ſuitable Duty. He walk'd 
within his Houſe with a perfect Heart. After his 
Return to Gop, he enjoy'd ſettled Peace of Con- 
ſcience, and had 2. lively joyful Hope, with very 


When his End drew near, great was his Serenity 


and his oye unſhaken. Tho” he complain'd much 
of his Indiſpoſition for ſome Weeks before bis De- 


ceaſe, yer would he not remit any thing of his 
publick Work, private Studies, or ſecret Devotions : 
And the Evening before his Removal, he told his 


Wife very poſitively, that the Time of his Depar- 


ture was at Hand, which he ſaid without diſcover- 


ing any Fear. Next Day being Lords Day, he 


preach d as uſually, was ſeiz 


'd with Faintneſs going 
Home; and being carried into an Apothecary's 
Houſe, ſaid, 1 am dying: And when being a little 


.recover'd, his Friends that were about him expo- 


ſtulated with him for Preaching under ſuch Diſor- 
ders, he reply d, Ir becomes a Miniſter to die preach- 
ms. He walkd home, and grew taint again; and 
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was no ſooner within his own. Doors, than he fell 
down, and his Speech fail'd him: And ſo being full 
of Days, and ſatisfied with Life, and worn out with 


Labour, he (in about three Quarters of an Hour) 


quietly ſurrender'd his Soul to Go p, on Fan. 11. 
1714, when he had liv'd eighty-one Years, and 
eleven Weeks, and been an ordained Miniſter forty- 
fix Years. On the Thurſday following, being Jan. 15, 
he was interr'd in Bartholomew Church. yard in Exon, 
a very great Multitude (among whom were many of 


the Gentry of the City and County) accompanying 


him to his Grave ee. | 

Upon à Black Marble Stcne that lies on the 
Top of a fair Monument erected over him by his 
Executrix, there is an Epitaph of his own com-

long after he was apprehended, and caſt into the 


South-gatePriſon, in the Sight of the Palace, where

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he was detain'd fix Months, in a very cold Cham- 
ber, and rhereby 2 ſuch a Rheumatiſm, as ren- 
dered him a perfect Cripple to the Day of his 
Death: So that he was carried to the Pulpit con- 
ſtantly in a Chair, and liv'd many Years in Mi-

At length, about the Year 1679, he became Paſtor 


to a large Congregation of Difſenters at Bridgwater 
in Somerſetſhire, where he was very ue for 


about thirty-ſix Years, and there are many there 


that bleſs Go p for him. He was not wholly free 


of Difficulties after his quitting the Church efta- 
bliſned: Bur he never was impriſon'd for his Non- 


formiry, tho often in Danger of it, and ſeveral 
times remarkably deliver d. He maintain d an even 
chearful Temper under all the Hardſhips of the 
Dark Times, of the Reigns of King Charles and 
King James, and was very pleaſant in Converſation, 
and of a moſt peaceable Spirit. He (together with

Hereupon Mr. Gregory 
Alford, (a Man famous for his furious Zeal) ſent up 
theſe Papers, as containing Matters of dangerous 
Conſequence to the Government; and accus d him 
as being ſeen at the Head of two hundred Men, 
though he had not for three Weeks before been 
abſent from his own Houſe, except once or rwice 


at Dinner: And a Meſſenger was ſent down by the 


King and Council. Having timely Notice of the 
Deſign, he rode to London, ſome time before the 
Meſſengers Arrival, and conceaFd himſelf there for 
a while, till the Heat was over. When the Parlia- 


ment mer, theſe dangerous Papers were read in a 


CTommittee, but none of the Things whereof he was 


accus'd being found in chem, they were ſear to the 
Council-Table; and the Matter died. This was 
in the Year 1668: And Captain Alford chat was his

About the Time of the Nye. hoo Plot, the Counry-

This Mr. Fohn Weſtley, was the Son of Mr. Bar- 
tholomew Weſtley of Charmouth near Lime, and the 
Father of Mr. Samuel Weſtley, Rector of Epworth, 
in the Dioceſe of Lincoln, the Author of the Poem 
on the Life of CARRIST, which is dedicated to 
Queen Mary. FO | 

It pleaſed Go p to incline this Mr. John Weſtley 
ro remember his CREATOR in the Days of his 
Youth, and lay him under ſerious Impreſſions in 
his render Years. He had a very humbling Senſe 


of Sin, and a ſerious Concern for his Salvation, 


even. while he was a School-Boy, He began to 
keep a Diary ſoon after Gop had begun ro work 


upon him, and not only recorded the remarkable 
Steps and Turns of Providence that affected his out- 


ward Man, but more eſpecially, all the Methods of the 


SPIRIT of Grace in his Dealings with his Soul; 


what was the Frame of his Heart in his Attendance 
on the ſeveral Ordinances of the Goſpel, and how 
he found himſelf affected under the various Me- 


thods of Divine Providence, whether merciful or 


afflictive: And this Courſe he continu'd with very 


little Interruption, to the End of his Life. 
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Wben he had finiſh'd his School-Learping, he

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went ro New-Inn-Hall in Oxon, and continu'd there 
till after he had taken the Degree of M. 4. Du- 
ring his Stay there, he was taken Notice of for his 
Seriouſneſs and Diligence, He applied himſelf par- 
ticularly to the Study of the Oriental Languages, in 
which he made no inconſiderable Progreſs. Dr. 
Owen who was at that Time Vice- chancellor, had a 
great Kindneſs for him. He was not above two 
and twenty when he began to preach occaſionally, 
and in May 1658 was ſent to preach at Whitchurch. 


The Income of this Vicaridge was not above 30 


per An; bur he was promis'd an Augmentation of 
100 | a Year, tho' the many Turns and Changes in 
Publick Affairs which follow'd ſogn after, prevented 
his receiving any Part of what had been promis d 
him. A few Months after he came to Whitchurch, 
he married a Niece of Dr. Thomas Fuller. Being 
diſappointed of the Augmentation, he was necelli 


| tated to ſet up a School, that he might be able to 


maintain his growing Family. Soon after the Re- 
ſtoration, ſome of his Neighbours gave him a great 


deal of Trouble and Uneaſineſs, becauſe he would 
not read the Book of Common Prayer; and upon 


Dr. Gilbert Ironſide's being made Biſhop of Briſtol, 
and coming into his Dioceſe, he was, inform'd by 
ſome Perſons of Diſtinction, that Mr. Weſtley would 
not gratify thoſe who deſir'd him to read and uſe 
the Liturgy. This was whar they thought they had 
a, peculiar Advantage to urge and bring Mr. Weſtley 
to, apprehending his Title to Vhitchurch not valid, 
and that he had been guilty of ſome Things in his 
former Conduct, for which he might be proſecuted 
in a Court of Juſtice : And his being very ſtrict 
in his Principles, made ſome utterly to diſlike him, 
and for that Reaſon they took Delight in giving him 
Diſturbance and Vexation. Mr. Weſtley being aſ⸗ 
ſured by ſeveral that the Biſhop was deſirous to 
ſpeak with him, took an Opportunity to wait upon 
his Lordſhip, and had the following Conference with 
him, as it is recorded in his own Diary.

cution of him. judgment was enter d againſt the 
Charter of Maſſachuſets Colony. King Charles died 
ſoon after; and in 1686, King James ſent a Go- 
vernour, with 2 Commiſſion that enabled him 
with three or four other Men, to make what 
Laws and levy what Taxes they pleas'd, Sc. But 
in a little Time, thar King publiſh'd à Declarati - 
on for Liberty of Conſcience. Some of the Miniſters 
of New England and their Churches, drew up Ad- 


dreſſes of Thanks to him, for the Benefit enjoyd 


by this Declaration; and Mr. Mather was defir'd 


to take a Voyage to England and deliver them. 


A Copy of the forg'd Letter foremention' d, com- 
ing to New England, Mr. Mather writing to a Gen- 
tleman that had it, vindicated himſelf, and nam'd 
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ther in an Action of Defamation, and 500 Da- 
mage, purely as was apprehended, with a Deſign 
ro ſtop his Voyage. Bur the Jury cleard him, 
and order d the Plaintiff to pay Coſts: of Court, 
and he embark'd for England, April 7. 1688. 
Ue landed at Weymouth; and haſten'd to Lon- 
don, and preſented. the Addreſſes ro King James, 


and laid before his Majeſty the State of the Coun: | 


try, and was favourably receiv d. Upon the Revo- 
lurion, he waired on the Prince of Orange, and 
was inſtrumental in preventing the ſending a Let- 


ter to New England, (in common with the other 
Plantartions) confirming their old Governour till far- 


ther Order, which would have ha 1 Con- 
ſequences. - After rhe Coronation of King William, 


Mr. Mather waited upon him often, and was ve 


ry much aſſiſted by Philip Lord Mbarton and o- 
thers. His great Endeavour was to get New Eng- 
land reſettled upon their Charter Foundation: But 
he was diſappointed in his Attempt of getting their 
Charter reſtor d by a Bill in Parliament, through 
the unexpected Diſſolution of the Parliament. His 
next Attempt was to get a Writ of Error in Judg- 
ment, by which the Cafe relating to the Maſſa- 
thuſet Colony, might be brought out of Chance- 
7y into the Kings Bench: Bur herein he alſo fail- 
ed. And therefore all he had left to do, was to 
_ petition the King for a New Charter, comain- 
ing all the old One, with the Addition of new

time obtain d. And then, March 29, 1692, he ſet 
fail for New England, in the Company of Sir Wil.

As an Addition to his Sufferings, in 1682, his Son 
Mr. Timothy Follie, who was Paſtor of a Church in 
Sheffield in Yorkshire, was | arreſted, and had his 


Goods ſezed for the 204 Pongley, and he was com- 
mirred 
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mitted cloſe priſoner in the Caſtle of Tork, upon the 
Five Mile Act. But under this Affliction, he not 


a little rejoic'd, in that he had a Son that was not 
only 2 Profeſſor and Preacher, but alſo a Confeſ- 
ſor for the Truth and Way of the Goſpel. 

In 1684, He by Order of the Lord Chief Juftice 


was apprehended, and brought before him at Pre- 


ſton, where he was oblig'd to find Sureties, who 
were bound in 200 / each (Judge Feffrys would have 
had it 2000) for having frequent Conventicles in 


his Houſe. When he appear d at the next Aſſizes, 
nothing was alledg'd againſt him, and according to 


Law he ſhould have been diſcharg'd from his Re- 


cogtizance, bur ir was renew'd. However Baron 
Atkins then upon the Bench, accepted his ſingle 


Bond of one hundred Pounds. | 


His Converſation in publick was very exempla- 


ry, and his private Conduct no leſs exact. His 


Faſtings were ſtrict and frequent. He was daily 


_employ'd in Self. examination; and his Gift in Pra- 
er was uncommon. In the Work of the Miniſtry 


he labour'd abundantly ; often eight ſeveral times 


in a Week. His Preaching was plain, practical, 


and very patherick : And he generally water'd his 


Diſcourſes with many Tears. He had an happy 
Talent in rouſing the Sinner, and comforting the 
Saint. He was very ſucceſsful in making up Breach- 
es in Churches; and was a Son of Peace, ſpeak- 
ing the Truth in Love. He drew up a large Eſ- 


ſay for farther Concord amongſt Evangelical Re- 
forming Churches, and was very active in promo- ' 
ting the Deſign, being of a Catholick healing Spi- 


rit. His Deportment was ſingularly grave both at 
home and abroad. His Courage in the Cauſe of 


Gop was very remarkable: But his Zeal was con- 


. tinually under the Regulation of Prudence; and his 
Humility appear'd in all his Behaviour. h 


As the nfirmities of Age increas'd upon him, the 


Luſtre of his Grace became the more conſpicuous. 


He died near Clitherow in this County of Lancaſter, 
April 16, 1703, in the ſeventy-third Year of his Age, 


and the fifty. third of his Miniſtry; commending
